Nothing is more important in the purely economic order 
social legislation. Yet this, we must remember, does not consist in a 
multitude of laws, but in sound, useful and fundamental re that 
are not merely inscribed upon. bat are strictly enforeéd in deed. 
Were he te havehis way, i 
less social legislations, he would found a Society to pass a law for the 
prevention of all future legislation. The first immediately sug- 
gested for every evil and 


days of King Hammurabi; while the-latter*is comprised, with ail its de- 
tails, in the legislative chapters of the Holy Book. : 

The shortest and most perfect code of social as well as of religious 
laws are the Ten Commandments. Their complete observance by the 
civilized world would leave but slight need for further enactments and 
render the practice of the law a most unlucrative profession. 

In the first place, therefore, we must insist upon the observance of 
that Law of laws which God figs given. In the’ second, we must seek in our 
own enactments to strike directly at the sources of the social evils from 
which we suffer, in place of legislating interminably to abolish the abuses 
that arise out of them. It is because we have too long followed the latter 
method that we multiplied laws to an indefinite extent without arriving 
any nearer to a solution of the social problem. 

Perhaps the most pertinent example was the attempt to solve by 
legislation the Womah Hid ¢hil Tabor! problem, the unemployment ‘prob- 
tem, the social insurance and pension problem, the housing and infant 
mortality p.oblem, the problem of race-suicide and vice as aggravated by 
economic conditions, while leaving untouched the fandamental problem of 
the legal minimum wage. It is the problem of the living wage that to a 
greater or less extent unde¥lies all the others we ‘have enumerated. 

Though poverty does not beget vice, yet it increases the temptations 
to evil and renders the teaching and the practice of virtue more difficult, 
so that even here the living wage is a vital consideration. 

It was the Reformation which deprived the laborer of the right of 
collective bargaining after stripping the gilds of their means and in- 
fluence, at a time when they might otherwise have adapted themselves 
to the.economie changes that came with the invention of machinery and 
thus might have prevented the exploitation of the masses which directly 
resulted upon it. 

Never could Catholic social doctrine have permitted this development. 
But the authoritative interpretation of the Scripures was replaced by 
that private at on which enabled men to read into them their 
own perverted desire’. ' Hette thé oppression of the weak, of labor and 
of the poor that followed. Hence, too, the need of a thorough, Catholic, 
social legislation that’ will again obtain for as many as possible the bene- 
fit of private ownership.
